In this edition, we recall 
the noteworthy news and occurrences - some that you 
might have forgotten about (there were a couple we didn't 
come up with at first glance back) - along with a number 
of issues that have arisen in each of the three towns of Tri- 
Town that may have been resolved or may linger into the 
new year. 

And now, we bring you Tri-Town: The Year in 
Review.... 

Mattapoisett 

No issue brought more people out in force than 
the application for a private pier extending 180 feet into 
Mattapoisett Harbor from Goodspeed Island. Several 
hundred people came out on two occasions to air their 
concerns during Conservation Commission and Mass 
DEP hearings. The application is still pending final 
resolution with no clear end in sight, which will take the 
matter well into 2016. 

Throughout the year, the Mattapoisett Police 
Department received an increase in calls to the Hillside

Motel. Criminal activities, domestic conflicts, and 
numerous public safety violations forced the selectmen 
to give the property owners an ultimatum: clean up and 
repair the premises, discontinue long-term rentals, and 
accept only guests with proper identification, or lose their 
permit to operate. 

And then there was the Acushnet Road culvert. 
When it collapsed, the Highway Department was forced 
to close the road, detouring residents and through traffic 
several miles to get from point A to point B. Disgruntled 
residents met with the Planning Board on more than one 
occasion expressing outrage as the road closure stretched 
from weeks to months. At long last, they and everyone 
else inconvenienced received an early Christmas gift 
when the road reopened in November. 

The Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path and 
the Bike Path Committee continued to plug away at an 
avalanche of ever-changing technical documentation 
imposed on Phase IB of the project by the Mass DOT. 
Changes within the state agency caused the project to 
get bogged down with new regulations, forcing the two 
groups to try and secure more funding for engineering 
studies and tests. The bike path is on track to secure over 
$1 million in state funding that would see the project 
nearing its goal of crossing wetlands. Route 6, and 
heading towards the Mattapoisett Business Park. That 
funding is hanging in the balance as the group attempts to 
have their RDA application approved by the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission for test borings - one of the 
latest technical hairpin turns the project has had to face. 

The Water and Sewer Department was kept 
busy earlier in the year with a massive sewer extension

project from Point Connett to Angelica Point on 
Cove Street, a barrier beach. They have also recently 
completed infrastructure improvements on several village 
neighborhood streets. These upgrades are part of a long- 
term improvement project. The town plans to apply for 
state grants to help offset the price tag. As village streets 
were opened, gas lines were also updated making that 
area now more modern below grade than above. 

Out on the edge of town along the Fairhaven 
border, a little piece of paradise now exists in the form 
of a new walking trail that leads from Fairhaven to 
the Nasketucket Bay State Reservation. A partnership 
between the Towns of Mattapoisett and Fairhaven and the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition secured land through the bucolic 
pastures of the DeNormandie Farm off Shaw Road in 
Fairhaven and connected to established trails that lead 
to grand panoramic views of Nasketucket Bay. The state 
reservation is a precious gem practically at our front door. 

The highlight of the year for Center School 
students was likely the night that Associate Principal 
Kevin Tavares spent on the school roof. The event 
attracted a lot of spectators, including a local TV news 
crew. What will Mr. T come up with for this year's 
challenge? 

Marion 

The quaint and quiet seaside town of Marion saw 
its share of drama, especially earlier in the year amongst 
its own town boards when members of the Planning

Board just could not agree on even simple matters 
such as meeting minutes. Planning Board Chairman 
Stephen Kokkins was ousted during the May election by 
newcomer Jennifer Francis, and Stephen Gonsalves was 
reelected for another term on the Planning Board. 

Board member Robert Lane, the former Planning 
Board clerk who landed in the center of meeting minute 
madness, took over as chairman and Norm Hills, a 
leading critic of Lane's style of writing minutes, assumed 
the responsibilities of clerk, which eventually freed the 
minutes matter of most of its contention. 

Lane began his chairmanship on June 1 by 
promising an "expeditious process" for a solar farm 
application for Clean Energy Collective, the first applicant 
under the Town Meeting-approved solar bylaw. Instead, 
what ensued was a four month-long solar farm saga, 
mainly over a disagreement of an appropriate sum for 
a decommissioning escrow account. Lane was adamant 
about a substantially larger dollar amount than the 
applicant, and he did not budge on the amount with 
support from a few other board members. On October 5,

the board finally approved the Special Permit, still with 
a substantial amount but slightly less than the $75,000 
originally demanded. 

The Planning Board also continued in its efforts 
to build a Master Plan and temporarily gave up on its 
mission to craft a more stringent zoning bylaw that would 
deter "big box" businesses from coming to Marion. After 
a number of meetings over the course of a few months, 
the board voted to table its attempt at a bylaw, which 
never made it to the Town Meeting warrant. 

Meanwhile, there was not a peep from the 
proposed CVS developer this year. The Conservation 
Commission, having not received a response from Mark 
Investment or its representative LED Environmental 
Consultants, closed the public hearing on August 26 and 
rendered a positive determination to the unconfirmed 
wetlands lines - positive, meaning negative for the 
developer. No subsequent Notice of Intent application 
was filed by the developer. 

Marion, ever since the first mention of the threat 
of stricter NPDES permit requirements in 2014, spent 
the entire 2015 year on pins and needles waiting for a 
response from the EPA as to whether it would allow 
the town to explore other alternatives to mitigate water 
pollution rather than having to shut down the wastewater 
treatment plant's three sewage sludge lagoons. 

Town Meeting appropriated $450,000 towards 
preliminary engineering and studying feasible 
alternatives, as well as for legal representation, should 
the town require it. The Capital Improvement Planning 
Committee even had to bump three major projects off its 
priority list for fiscal year 2016 in light of the impending 
costs. As 2015 comes to a close, the town is still uncertain 
about the future of the wastewater treatment plant and 
weary of a possible $20 million price tag for wastewater

treatment upgrades. 

In addition to the NPDES permit decision, Marion 
moves into 2016 not knowing how the Town House 
renovation will play out. Selectmen have chosen to focus 
on a Town House-only option as opposed to broadening 
the project's scope to include library expansion and a new 
senior center. Town Meeting members will decide the 
project's fate eventually 

Marion's 40B housing development opened its 
doors this year to become home to about 30 affordable 
housing tenants/ families, but not before damages from 
a fire in one of the buildings the night of February 19 
caused extensive damage to a number of units. The flames 
lit up the night as the three-alarm fire required assistance

from four surrounding towns. Firefighters battled cold 
temperatures and high subzero-degree winds that night. 

Marion swore in its 13 th fire chief on June 30, 
welcoming Chief Brian Jackvony of Cumberland, Rhode 
Island, and bidding farewell to retiring Chief Thomas 
Joyce, who served the town for six years. 

Rochester 

In Rochester, the word this year was 'solar.' 
Rochester saw a number of applications for solar farms in 
different areas of town, but none garnered more attention 
than the one proposed for the historic center of town. 

News of the proposed solar project during a 
June Board of Selectmen meeting spread quickly, and the 
June 23 Planning Board meeting, which served as a pre- 
submission conference with the developer, was a jumping 
off point for board members to express their concerns and 
general sentiment of opposition to a solar farm smack dab 
in the historic district. 

The 10-acre solar farm was downsized to five 
acres after a few heated exchanges with the Planning 
Board and concerned citizens and abutters. The project 
scope was cut in half to accommodate more screening, the 
main concern of all involved. 

Town Meeting just weeks prior had approved 
an amended zoning bylaw pertaining to development 
within the newly established limited commercial district; 
however, many on the Planning Board and bylaw 
subcommittee, including ZBA Chairman Richard Cutler,

had significantly different ideas about development 
in the center of town than a solar farm. Unfortunately, 
as Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson pointed 
out on October 13, the new LCD bylaw wasn't going to 
cut it when it came to stopping the solar project from 
moving in, admitting that language in the bylaw did 
not specifically prohibit the cutting down of trees within 
the mandated 20-foot perimeter buffer zone - a bone of 
contention, especially around the historic cemetery where 
several old trees would be cleared. 

The process continues with the historic district 
solar farm, as it inches closer and closer to Planning Board 
approval. 

Back on July 20, Greenwood "Woody" Hartley

shook things up when he requested the Board of 
Selectmen reopen their meeting to allow him to speak, 
announcing that he had received knowledge that the 
Annual Town Meeting held on June 8 went on without 
a quorum of 100. Selectmen appeared surprised, but 
admitted that they, too, had only recently heard about the 
blunder. 

The Town, with assistance from Town Counsel 
Blair Bailey, sought relief from the attorney general, 
only to later be told that the proper avenue would be 
to petition the governor to sign a letter endorsing the 
special legislation to ratify the Annual Town Meeting. 

As of December 28, selectmen say the special legislation 
approval is imminent. 

Back in early April, Rochester was the scene of 
a movie set, which caused quite a stir once people heard 
that Jennifer Lawrence, Bradley Cooper, and Robert De 
Niro were the stars of the film. 

The set for the movie // J°y ,/ was temporarily 
based out of the Rochester Golf Club, and film crews 
were spotted on Hartley Road. The Wanderer broke the 
story, satisfying residents' curiosity over why the road 
was blocked while intensifying the imaginations of those 
hoping for a glimpse of the stars, although film crews 
asserted none were in Rochester. (Sure they weren't.) 

Rochester shared a precarious transition period 
with Mattapoisett as the new automated trash pick-up 
system was implemented. Residents in Rochester who

the town administrator, who eventually said the transition 
took place as relatively smoothly as possible, although 
back-to-back snow storms made getting used to it more 
difficult.

Oh, the ease 
with which my mind wandered through tiny spaces as I 
watched the cutest cubes and rectangles metamorphose 
into comfortable tiny homes. Turning to my husband as 
we watched yet another episode of a show about tiny 
homes on our giant-sized flat screen TV, I said, "I could 
live in a tiny home." Without missing a beat he retorted, 
"Go ahead." 

The tiny home movement is a growing 
phenomenon. Young adults, people in transitional stages, 
senior citizens, and all sorts of folks are embracing a less 
traditional lifestyle. Yes, it seems tiny houses are the new 
McMansions only in miniature.

homes has inspired me to clean out closets, give away 
unused clothing, and donate books to the library. I find 
myself standing in the kitchen eyeing pots and pans and 
thinking, "Do I really need these?" or wondering, "Is 
that clutter?" Massive plastic bags of all manner of stuff, 
material possessions, have gone out the door headed to 
who knows where. 

That's what happens when you go small. You 
have to look at your stuff and consider what is really 
essential. It's like packing for a long trip you plan to take 
but never return from. I mean, how many tee shirts does 
a person really need ... or blue jeans, or shoes, or hair 
products? How little can one live comfortably with versus 
without? 

I guess maybe the thing that fascinates me the 
most about these tiny homes is the creative use of the 
interior spaces. Storage under narrow stairs that lead to 
a sleeping loft are a feature, as are tables that fold open 
from where they rest along walls, sinks that double as 
small tubs for washing infants or clothing, and book 
shelves above door jams or hidden in under-bed crevices 
shared with a collapsible desk. 

Oh, and then there are the designs. Tiny homes 
can be contemporary, modern, cottage, Tudor, cabin. Yes, 
just about any style except large. The more I watched 
the shows about tiny homes - some of which are located 
outside the U.S. - the more I fell in love. 

And then it happened. A realization like a very 
deep, very real deja vu washed over me as I realized: been 
there, done that. I had already experienced the tiny-home 
lifestyle, only that's not what we called it back in 1980. 

From 1980 until 1990, my son and I lived in a 
mobile home trailer complete with wheels hiding behind 
the skirting. 

In those days, it was the most economical housing 
option I could find; one that fit with my income and my 
desire to not live in an apartment or sub-par rental home. 

My father knew of an older couple retiring to 
Florida who had what he termed as a "cream puff" trailer. 
They were looking to sell. I was not really looking to buy 
and certainly not a mobile home at that time, but I was 
willing to humor my father.

Now, let me be clear. Living in a trailer park 
isn't for everyone. The units are packed closely together 
and there are a number of rules one must adhere to in 
order for the property to function within the confines of 
the permit the town has granted. Also, humans packed 
closely together need rules for civil occupation of limited 
space. Enough said on that. 

The whole unit was about 70-feet long from end 
to end. When I walked into the home, it was comfortable, 
clean, and certainly large enough for my son and me. The 
kitchen was about 15 feet long by 12 feet wide, with built- 
in cabinets, full-size appliances, and a new linoleum floor. 

To the left was a living space with room for a 
sofa, a side chair, coffee table, and cabinet TV (flat screens 
had not yet been invented). Continuing on down a 
corridor that ran nearly the entire length of the structure 
was one tiny 8-foot by 8-foot bedroom. There was a nook 
where a washer and drier could be placed, and then the 
bathroom immediately after that. The rear end of the 
trailer was the 'master bedroom' with space for a double 
bed, built in drawers, and a closet. Plenty of space. No 
problem. Huge! 

I purchased the home. It served us well for 10 
years. But as my son grew into a young man, not only 
was space an issue, but also the structure was showing 
serious signs of wear and tear. It was by then more than 
25 years old. Time to go. 

We moved to Mattapoisett in August of 1990 into 
a real house for the first time. 

Twenty-five years later, as I look back, I recall 
many happy years in that little place and I laugh because, 
in many ways, it was much more like camping out for 
a decade. No wonder a kid didn't mind it. But I also 
remember the harsh winters when pipes would freeze or 
summers so stifling hot the dog would lie with his head 
practically hanging out a window in the hope a breeze 
might happen by. 

Anyway, the issue of storage cannot be 
overstated. If you have stuff, even a little bit of stuff, then 
tiny living isn't for you, nor would a tiny house suit me 
at this stage in my life. Even a double- wide couldn't coax 
me out of my comfy nest, my first home, the one my

attorney, working in the district attorney's office in the 
counties of Middlesex and Plymouth. 

"I really, really loved, just loved, going into court 
every chance that I got," said Bradley. She continued 
as a prosecutor until 2011 when she was appointed as 
a judge, sitting on the bench at a number of different 
District Courts and then sitting regularly at the Hingham 
District Court with the First Justice. Hingham became 
her court, ending that period of having to travel around 
the Commonwealth court to court. Bradley said she 
appreciated the stability. 

The Hingham District Court, which serves the 
towns of Hingham, Hull, Scituate, Hanover, Rockland, 
and Norwell, has a community court feel that she likes, 
she said. 

Back in November, just a few months shy of 
five years with the Hingham District Court, Bradley 
was appointed First Justice upon the retirement of 
the previous one. She was just officially sworn-in on 
December 18 before family and friends, many of whom 
still live in Marion. 

"It's a huge honor being appointed First Justice," 
Bradley said. "It's something that is a recognition by 
the people you work with every day . . . that you have 
the skills necessary to do it. I know that a lot of people 
reached out to the Chief Justice of the District Court 
and spoke on my behalf and wanted me to get the 
appointment."

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Bradley said that what she wants most is to make 
a difference in her community, and she specifically cited 
the growing opiate crisis as a major priority for her and 
her court. 

"I want to make an impact in a positive way by 
making sure that we do run the court efficiently, treat 
everyone with respect, and take the time to explain the 
process." She said most people whose first experience 
with the court is one of nervousness, fright, and they do 
not know what to expect. 

"There aren't many times in this job when you 
have the opportunity to put a positive light on what you 
do and in the court system," said Bradley. "So I appreciate 
. . . being somebody growing up in a small town and 
having the chance to do something as wonderful as this 
job."

He sniffed the stuff that 
spilled on the ground and was going to drink it. I 
stopped him. Would it make him sick? 


Like rat poison, antifreeze (ethylene 
glycol) has a sweet smell that is unfortunately 
attractive to dogs. It can cause kidney failure 
if the dog is not treated within 4-6 hours after 
drinking. If you see your dog or cat drinking 
antifreeze, take him to your veterinary 
immediately.

From the time he was 2 years of age until he 
turned 8, Chanya lived in Chitipa, Malawi with his 
parents and extended family. The memories this young 
child has of the country and the living conditions have 
been eye opening for his local pal William Gouveia, a 
second-grader at Center School. 

William's mother Stacey Gouveia said, "They 
play together all the time. William has been surprised at 
some of the things Andrew has told him." 

Gouveia wants her son to appreciate that not all 
children live as American children do. As a mother, she 
wants him to understand there is a big world with many 
different types of cultures and challenges.

Malawi is an impoverished agricultural country 
that is struggling. Disease and political strife, along with 
long periods of severe drought, have plagued the African 
nation. Located on the southeast portion of the continent, 
Malawi is landlocked but has a huge lake simply named 
Lake Malawi. It is divided by the Great Rift Valley. A 
quick visit to any number of websites provides some 
harsh facts. 

Of the 17 million Malawians, 53 percent live 
beneath the poverty line. There are 10 distinct ethnic 
groups, yet English is the official language with the local 
language Chichewa also spoken. The median age for both 
males and females is 16 while life expectancy is only to 
age 60. 

As the Center School bell rings, all of that is very 
far away for the present. On Tuesday, Andrew enjoyed 
shadowing William through the halls of Center School, 
watching the holiday show and eating lunch in the 
cafeteria. 

Andrew said the best part of this holiday season 
in the U.S. is snow. It doesn't look like he'll get that white 
Christmas this year, but he is hopeful there'll be snow 
sometime this winter so he and William can play in it 
together. 

The best part of this holiday in Malawi, he said, 
was a tradition Andrew described as, "Children come

Coloring Our Cares Away

It's all the rage these days. It's on TV, you 
read about it on social media, and researchers are even 
doing studies on its benefits. Adult coloring. Who 
would have guessed that a gentle regression of sorts 
back into childhood would not only be accepted, but be 
encouraged? 

Remember the thrill of a brand new box of 
crayons? The sight of all those colors lined up in the order 
of the color spectrum. The smell. The choice of which one 
to pull out first and bear down gently onto the chosen 
page of a brand new coloring book. 

Admit it. You love it when your child or 
grandchild asks you to color with them. Sitting there, the 
two of you focused on your "work," calmly chit-chatting 
and commenting on what a nice job you each are doing 
staying in the lines. The intent, the stillness, the focus, the 
"being here now-ness" of it all. There's just something to 
it. Coloring. 

Until I heard about the adult coloring craze, I 
hadn't thought to reconnect with the crayons, markers, 
colored pencils, and Barbie and Strawberry Shortcake 
coloring books I remember so fondly from my youth. 
Coloring was a big part of my daily life. I did it all the 
time. 
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I remember coloring for what seemed like hours 
while my two older brothers were at school. Even during 
Mr. Rogers I would have a crayon in my hand, pressing 
lightly back and forth over a set of lips with a red crayon, 
or brown over a tree trunk. Sometimes I would color the 
entire sky blue, and sometimes I wouldn't. In the world of 
coloring, like Bob Ross told a young Jeannie Perry, "You 
can do anything you want to. This is your world." 

I digress a little. 

With this renaissance of coloring for grown-ups, 
coloring books have taken on a new look of complex 
patterns, delicate details, of geometric designs that turn 
monochromatic monotony into a multicolored meditation. 

Libby O' Neill, library director at the Taber 
Library, knows exactly what I'm talking about, although 
at first the concept eluded her. 

"I think it's a lot of fun," said O' Neill. "It does 
help people to de-stress because they're focusing on . . . 
coloring. It's a lot more complex than just kids' coloring 
books." 

A while back during the summer, one of the 
trustees at the library suggested to O' Neill that she start 
an adult coloring group at the library, "And I was kind of 
like, no ... I don't know. It really hadn't caught on yet." 

"And then after he mentioned it, it was all I 
would hear about." At library conferences. O' Neill said, 
many librarians were talking about how they established 
adult coloring groups in their own libraries. 
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"It was like the only idea librarians could talk 
about," said O' Neill. Her next thought drifted toward 
the Taber trustee who first suggested it. "He must've been 
right!" 

Just to see what would happen. O' Neill 
scheduled a series of adult coloring sessions, holding 
the first one back in November. Eight people attended, 
ranging in age from 20 to late 70s, O' Neill said. 

The library provided the markers, crayons, 
colored pencils, intricate adult coloring books, and the 
sacred space to use them. There were also snacks. 

"It was great. We just sat around the table and 
there were coloring books to kind of inspire people, and 
I had a whole kit of coloring materials and we all shared 
from that and it was all kind of peaceful," said O' Neill. 
"We had some snacks and we all just sat and colored and 
chatted about the upcoming holidays and happenings at 
the library. It was just a really great atmosphere." 

The Taber Library will host another adult 
coloring session on January 13 at 11:00 am. O' Neill said 
the feedback she received was that many would have 
liked to attend but could not in the afternoon. O' Neill 
said she decided to switch the time to the late morning to 
see if that would make a difference for those who wanted 
to come but couldn't before. 

"I wanted to hit different targets (of people). 

I want to sort of include everyone that wants to 
participate," said O' Neill. "I'm still sort of mixing the 
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times to see what works." 

If you are thinking about trying out some adult 
coloring with some of your neighbors who are also 
looking for a relaxing time, you can register for the 
coloring group by contacting the library at 508-748-1252 
or email eoneill@sailsinc.org. You could drop by, too, but 
registering will ensure there are enough materials and 
snacks for everyone. 

"I really just want people to come and enjoy 
themselves at the library and realize that the library is 
more of a community center," said O' Neill. It's a place to 
have fun and socialize, she added. "Although the books 
will always be there, it's not always about the books." 

Quick Work for Mattapoisett PD

Town Meeting Quorum Issue Nears Resolution 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

To avoid the risk of any further grief in the 
situation, the Rochester Board of Selectmen held off 
on scheduling a Special Town Meeting until special 
legislation is passed that would accept the Annual 
Town Meeting despite its lack of a quorum. Now that 
a resolution is foreseeable, said Town Administrator 
Michael McCue, selectmen are almost ready to schedule a 
Special Town Meeting some time for the end of February 
or early March. 

McCue told selectmen on December 28 that 
Governor Baker signed the letter to sponsor special 
legislation to sanction the Annual Town Meeting on 
December 17 and then forwarded said letter to the 
House of Representatives, which passed the measure 
on December 21. The legislation quickly moved to the 
State Senate on December 24, and now the next step is 
a positive vote by a joint elections law committee in the 
coming weeks. 

"The way I see it," said McCue, "we should be 
able to proceed with a Special Town Meeting towards the 
end of February. . ." 

There are some scheduling hurdles ahead, 
though. Selectman and Town Clerk Naida Parker pointed 
out. With a primary presidential election on March 1 and 
a subsequent town election slated for early May, a Special 
Town Meeting would have to be scheduled carefully 
enough to avoid a town meeting bumping into these two 
events that would keep the clerk's office busy this time of 
year. 

"There's not enough hours in the day to deal with 
both," said Parker. "We do not have the time available to 
us to do that now," she later added. "You can't do two 
things at the same time in a part-time office." 

Still, McCue said, a Special Town Meeting would 
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have to be held nonetheless, and it needs to be done 
before the Annual Town Meeting that typically takes place 
around May or early June. 

"We need to have a separate [Special Town 
Meeting] in a considerable amount of time before the 
Annual," McCue stated. "We need to figure out the right 
time." 

McCue said he and Parker would have to 
coordinate, but a Special should be expected within that 
February / March timeframe. 

Also during the meeting. Facilities Manager 
Andrew Daniel presented the board with a viable option 
for accommodating the Town Hall Annex's growing filing 
needs, saying the system the Town of Acushnet uses 
would be perfect for Rochester. 

"I had seen a really ingenious file system at the 
Acushnet Town Hall," said Daniel. He described it as a 
mechanical "crank and move" filing system. 

Saying the Town Hall Annex file capacity was 
bursting at the seams, Daniel proposed the $51,000 
alternative that he said would not only satisfy the current 
filing needs, but also accommodate the future filing needs 
of the Town. 

"I actually saw them installing them at the 
Whaling Museum," said Daniel. A positive aspect of this 
particular filing system, Daniel said, was that the track 
system for the structure does not have to be permanently 
affixed to the floor. "So if we ever decide that we're going 
to transport the annex to a different location, this system 
can go with us." 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Richard Nunes 
wondered why the Town couldn't just move away from 
keeping paper hard copies of documents in favor of 
electronic copies that can be stored on CD-ROM discs. 
Parker told him that some laws actually prevent that. 

"There are certain records that the State requires 
that you keep a paper copy," said Parker. Also, she added, 
electronic file saving technology keeps on changing, 
giving the examples of how the floppy disk evolved into 
CD use, and then eventually into flash drives. "Sometimes 
you lose the ability to capture the older information 
because it's just not available," said Parker. "The 
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hardware is not available." 

McCue added that a number of historical 
documents must be retained in their original paper form. 

"You get to a point where the stuff that's here is 
the stuff that's here," McCue said. "There will always be 
that paper albatross that hangs around our neck due to 
state law." 

Daniel said it would be "super easy" to transition 
existing files into the new filing system, and it would 
allow for room to grow in the future with the ability to 
add additional filing system attachments. Daniel added 
that he encountered a measure of excitement by annex 
employees over the prospect of a new filing system. 

"It fixes our immediate need and will have room 
for our future needs," Daniel said. 

Selectmen will invite the sales representatives 
from a particular filing system company to speak about 
the benefits of the system at a later date. 

In other matters, selectmen approved Police Chief 
Paul Magee's request to appoint Bryan Burger as the 
Rochester Police department's newest part-time officer. 
Burger is a Rochester resident originally from Ohio. 

Burger joined the Air Force in 1997 and is currently a 
geospatial intelligence officer at Otis Air Force Base. 

The appointment is contingent upon Burger 
passing the Police Physical Ability Test within the next 
couple of weeks. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for January 4 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Search for New COA Director Continues 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
described the ideal candidate for the Council on Aging 
director position as one who could dream up new services 
for seniors and find the ways to deliver those services, 
even without the immediate prospect of having a physical 
building in which to provide them. 

On December 29, the Marion Board of Selectmen 
had one-hour interviews scheduled for each of three 
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prospective final candidates to take on that role. The 
night, however, was cut short due to the withdrawal of 
the applications of two of the candidates. 

Elizabeth Howe of Mattapoisett was the only 
woman standing that night, and she answered a series 
of questions related to her experience and management 
style, filling almost the entire 60 minutes of her allotted 
time. 

Howe, who has extensive experience working 
in nonprofit organizations mainly writing grants, 
coordinating volunteers and student interns, and 
serving the community at the New Bedford Chamber of 
Commerce, said she felt she would be the best fit for the 
position, not only because of her professional experience, 
but also because of her personal experience. 

Howe told the board that her mother was 
diagnosed with dementia and soon after her brother 
was diagnosed with early onset Alzheimer's disease. 
According to Howe, she stopped working in order to care 
for and advocate on their behalf, mainly for her mother, 
which is why she is currently not working and eager to 
fill the shoes of retiring Council on Aging Director Susan 
Schwager. 

"When I saw this opening I thought, well. I've 
done community partnerships," said Howe. "And I know 
that [the] Marion village is unique in the sense that it is 
really close-knit and I really just wanted to be close to 
home." 
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She said she envisioned "bigger and better" COA 
programming for seniors, although sans a formal senior 
center at this time, "I think I'd like to be in that beginning 
plane and helping with that . . . and helping it grow." 

Howe said she understands seniors' needs, 
not only because she is a new member of the aging 
population, but also because she saw her mother fall 
into what Howe referred to as a cycle of wanting to live 
independently, which inadvertently led to isolation and 
eventually depression and withdrawal. 

"I find that the cycle of the people that think they 
want to live at home . . . yes, you can live at home and 
maintain your independence, but that creates a cycle," 
said Howe. "They're alone, solitude is a problem ... 

[which develops into] isolation and lack of socialization 
. . . which can lead to a very lonely life. They have the 
time, but they don't have anything to fill it with." 

Howe said senior center services gave her mother 
something to look forward to - an interaction that broke 
the cycle and gave her mother a renewed purpose in life. 

Selectman Jody Dickerson asked Howe about her 
experience with budget development and maintenance, 
and Howe told him she had worked with a $95,000 
budget in the past as part of her responsibility building 
budgets, upholding them, and also writing grants to 
supplement them. 

Her managerial style is more casual, Howe told 
the selectmen, and she assured selectmen, when asked, 
that her past positions dealing with the public put her 
under a considerable amount of public scrutiny to which 
she responded professionally. 

"At the chamber, [the public] expected us to know 
everything," said Howe. But sometimes, she admitted, 
she did not have the information one person might ask 
of her. "But I would always make sure that if I didn't 
know, then I would find out and get back to them." As for 
scrutiny, yes, she said, for she had been working in visitor 
and guest services her entire professional life. 

When asked why she would feel comfortable in 
the position as COA director, Howe recalled her close 
relationships with her grandparents and said, "I'm very 
comfortable with this population. It's a population that I

am now a part of, and I'm just comfortable with them." 

Although she could not cite any other specific 
examples of time when she was called upon to advocate 
for the elderly beyond her own family members, she did 
say that her communication skills, especially her written 
ones, make her adaptable to most situations. 

Howe said it would be her job to provide 
a "home away from home" for Marion seniors. "A 
destination that's comfortable and where people can be 
engaged. All through my professional life that's what I've 
done ... as part of the service industry providing services, 
just like the senior center would be providing services," 
said Howe. 

She turned to a need for greater communication 
with the aging population because, although society 
is rather connected via social media, "Well, it's not, for 
seniors." 

Howe's ideas for furthering the CO A services 
included utilizing the music hall more as a resource, 
as well as area businesses that might support the local 
community. 

"I just really believe that we have so much here 
... to tap into, so that is where I'd start," said Howe. 
"Without a physical building, we could still do a lot." 

After the interview, selectmen discussed where 
they would go from there in the hiring process, in light of 
the two withdrawals - one withdrawal the night before 
and one that very morning.

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"I'm not comfortable interviewing just one 
candidate," said Chairman Stephen Cushing. "See if we 
can get some additional candidates to apply," he said to 
Dawson.

The 
applicant has completed beach grass planting required 
after the installation of sewer tie-in. The commissioners 
voted in favor of issuing the certificate. 

Coming before the commission requesting 
clarification on a previously issued Certificate of 
Compliance was Jon Connell of Field Engineering 
representing Ms. M. Mazer, 7 Hollywood Road. Mazer 
was seeking guidance on the extent of maintenance 
work allowed on her private pier and boardwalk. The 
commissioners voted to have Conservation Agent 
Elizabeth Leidhold draft a letter for their signature 
outlining the limits on work allowed before Mazer would 
have to return to the commission with additional filings.

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Spoiler Wars

Star Wars: The Force Awakens. Starring John Boyega and 
Daisy Ridley. Directed by J.J. Abrams. Running time: 

135 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Scene for scene. Star Wars: The Force Awakens is 
as heedlessly entertaining as anything that's emerged 
from the franchise. As a whole, though, its relentless 
pace resolves in memory as a blur. A great many things 
happen, and the movie scarcely takes a breath to register 
the import of the events. It's enjoyable in the moment 
but leaves us little to chew on, to dream on. Even the 
much-ballyhooed final shot is needlessly goosed by the 
camera chasing itself around a cliff, as if director J.J. 
Abrams had handed the keys over to the 360-addicted 
Peter Jackson. "Stay calm," says defected stormtrooper 
Finn (John Boyega). "I am calm," says Finn's new buddy, 
hotshot pilot Poe Dameron (Oscar Isaac). "I was talking 
to myself," Finn says, and the movie likewise seems to be 
checking its insecurity. 

Calmness is in short supply here, which is a 
shame, because I got a welcome sunshiny vibe from much 
of the film. Here, after the tone of George Lucas' prequels, 
which darkened and sickened into a saga of the fall of a 
hero, is once again a Star Wars film full of goodness and 
optimism. Finn, kidnapped and trained from childhood to 
be a foot soldier in the bloodletting of the First Order (the 
new update of the evil Empire), finds himself unable to 
kill, and leaves his post. Which brings me to wonder how 
many other stormtroopers have second thoughts about 
their line of work but don't get a chance to nope out of the 
corporation. They remain targets, as always, brainwashed 
or not. But never mind. 

Some of the film meditates, albeit in rushed 
abbreviated form, on what it takes to become a reformed 
blackhat versus a fallen angel. The latter is Kylo Ren 
(Adam Driver), a masked baddie with a fixation on Darth 
Vader that will go unexplained here (we are in spoiler- 
free territory). Unmasked, Ren looks as much "just a 
kid" as the unmasked Michael Myers did in the original 
Halloween. He is torn, and chooses the dark side, as Finn 
opts for the light. The inherited royalty of the Force takes 



something of a back seat here; I didn't hear the word 
"midichlorian" once, thank the Force. Whether or not one 
has the Force, what matters is the choice one makes in the 
crunch: will you use your power, whatever it may be, for 
good or for its opposite? 

J.J. Abrams mostly uses his for good. Mostly. At 
times. The Force Awakens is like an omnibus of favorite bits 
of business from the original trilogy, and Abrams drags 
the old hands on whenever possible, including General 
Leia (Carrie Fisher), Chewbacca (Peter Mayhew), C3PO 
(Anthony Daniels), and of course Han Solo (Harrison 
Ford). Ford seems awake and engaged, and can still get 
his voice up to a lion's roar in the din of battle. Where's 
Luke Sky walker? Well, he "has vanished," as the opening 
crawl tells us, and most of the film is a chase after the map 
that may lead to his doorstep. This quest doesn't seem 
as urgent as simply avoiding the clutches and blasters 
of Kylo Ren and his cadre of fascists, and when Finn just 
wants to run, we can understand why 

The movie's restless motion can sometimes 
produce not heat but a kind of coldness that doesn't take 
the full measure of death (although there's a fine moment 
when Daisy Ridley's Rey, the film's emergent heroine, 
plugs a stormtrooper and then pauses a moment — this 
is, after all, the first life Rey has taken). The new kids 
are fine: Boyega afraid but bravely pressing forward, 
Ridley vital and amusingly impatient at times, Isaac as 
uncomplicatedly moral here as he was complexly amoral 
in Inside Llewyn Davis and other films. Abrams more or 
less leaves his actors to their own considerable devices; 
as Richard Brody has pointed out, Abrams is a nostalgist 
and pastiche maker, not a visionary But for the first time 
in at least a decade, this old Star Wars skeptic felt not 
resentment at more star wars but a sense of gratitude for 
the return of a corporate concern that at least gestures 
towards the possibility of redemption and altruism.

Adult Learners Thrive at the Mattapoisett Library 

Adults who need to improve their reading 
and writing or learn more technical skills can now take 
advantage of free tutoring at the Mattapoisett Free Public 
Library. As part of an adult literacy program called A.L.L. 
(Adults Learn at the Library), tutors have been trained 
to provide free educational support for English language 
learning, basic reading and writing, and preparation for 
the high school equivalency exam now called the HiSet. 

The program has been funded with a generous 
grant from the Phyllis W. McGillicuddy Charitable Trust, 
and Deena Kinsky serves as its coordinator. Deena brings 
a great deal of experience to the position. She meets
